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By  Section  Ifi.  Dntninion  Elections  Act,  candidates  at  tiio  last 
Dominiun  election  urf  entitled,  free  of  clmrjre,  to  20  copiew  of  the  Wjters' 
Lists  for  tlieir  ridiiiirH  fmrii  the  Kinc's  printer.  Ottawa,  (Int.,  and  by 
Sec.  2'!,  any  person  riKiy  secure  copies  of  saiil  lists,  or  for  one  poUin'i; 
division,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  for  eacli  copy  for  a  polling 
division. 

By  Sec.  fi  the  \  oter-s'  Lists  to  lie  used  for  the  several  pollini;  divis- 
ions in  a  Dominion  election  sliull  lie  the  lista  "which,  on  the  sixtieth 

day  next  precedin'^  the  day  fixed  for  nomination were  in 

forr-e,   or  were  last  in   force for  the  purpose  of  l*rovincial 

elections." 

By  Sections  7.  .s,  0  and  9.\  provi-ion  is  made  for  reiiistration  in  towns 
and  cities,  and  lor  lists  in  unorganized  districts  when  not  regidarly 
prepared. 

The  hiisis  of  the  X'oters'  List.s  as  printed  at  Ottawa  are  the  Lists  a-; 
printed  by  the  various  nninicipalities  and  subsequently  revised.  It  is, 
therefore.  e.s,sential  to  carefully  examine  the  lists  as  printed  at  Ottawa, 
compariuK  them  with  the  lists  as  Knally  revised  in  the  nuinicipalitie.s 
or  polling  divisions.  When  *'  e  list  for  any  nnuiicipality  is  finally  re- 
vised and  certified  to,  the  wwrk  of  the  municipality  sends  a  copy  of 
such  list  to  the  Clerk  of  tlie  Peace  Visually  in  Ontario  the  Crown  .\ttorney.) 
and  retains  a  copy  himself.  Now,  such  lists  xs  finally  revised  are  liot 
printed  either  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Miuiicipality.  the  Municipal  Council, 
or  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Certified  copies  of  the  lists  are  sent  by  tlie  Municipal  Clerk  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Peace  and  by  the  latter  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Crown  in  Chan- 
cery, who  transmits  them  to  the  King's  Printer,  who  in  turn  jjrints 
some  at  Ottawa  and  the  remainder  at  various  offices  throughout  the 
country. 

It  woidd  be  strange,  indeed,  if  ia  all  these  movements,  differences 
of  handwriting,  proof-reading,  &e.,  &(■..,  Ac,  no  mistakes  occurred 
either  by  way  of  omissions,  mi.sspelling  or  other  eiTor.  The  lists  as 
printed  by  the  Municipal  bodies  do  not  as  a  rule  contain  the  corrections 
made  by  the  County  Court  Judges,  but  these  corrections  nmst  appear 
on  the  lists  as  printed  by  the  King's  Printer,  Ottawa. 

Copies  of  the  lists  should  be  had  from  the  King's  Printer  at  once 
and  compared  with  the  lists  in  the  hands  of  the  municipal  clerks  .and  the 
lists  as  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerks  of  the  Peace  and  all  errors  or  omissions 
brought  officially  to  the  notice  of  the  Keturning  Officer,  and  any  om' 
sions  sho\dd  be  inserted  by  him  for  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  tendei  ;d 
ballot  in  a  Dominion  Election  and  althougli  'he  misspelling  of  a  name 
does  not  "spoil"  the  vote  yet  it  creates  great  annoyance  and  the  voter 
leaves  in  disgust  without  casting  his  ballot.  No  one  can  vote  (except  a 
few  siJecially  classed  by  section  1 1  Dominion  Elections  Act)  unless  his 
name  is  on  the  list  as  furnished  to  the  deputy  returning  officer  through 
the  returning  officer.  See  Sections  19,  22  and  23  of  the  Dominion 
Elections  Act. 

The  Organization  of  a  Polling  Sub-Division. 

The  basis  of  organization  in  an  election  campaign  is  th  polling 
sub-division.  If  each  committee  in  all  the  polling  sub-divisions  in  the 
constituency  is  well  managed,  if  the  work  is  conducted  in  a  business- 
like and  systematic  way,  then  the  results  are  sure  to  be  most  satisfactory 
for  the  candidate  in  whose  interest  the  committee  is  working.  The 
experience  of  those  who  have  had  to  do  with  work  of  this  kind  is  ihat 
it  is  absolutely  essential  to  obtain  the  services  of  some  active,  energetic 
and  intelligent  man,  who  will  take  charge    f  the  polling  sub-division 


under  the  direction  of  the  committrc  nt  headquarters,  (or  the  orirnuizer 
of  tile  work,  if  the  management  ia  i.i  tlie  hand;^  of  one  man  as  irf  of  ton 
the  case.) 

The  formation  of  the  rornniiftec:  A  memlicr  oi  the  party  uiio  is 
active  in  the  pollinc  suii-di vision  -should  KCt  tocetlicr  not  only  the  !u-tive 
workers,  but  every  one  rlso  who  iviii  f)e  induced  to  take  a  cordial  pari; 
in  tile  work.  Experieiu-e  .sliou>  tlint  in  an  orciiniiry  pollinj:  Ruli-(iivision, 
if  ten  Kooii  men  can  uet  tORether,  tlicy  can  do  iroorl  work.  This  is  almost 
an  invariahle  rule.  There  is  no  mjin  without  inlluruiT.  Tlni  iie.-^t  wav 
to  not  the  comniitloe  toseiiicr  in  country  places,  i*  lor  the  i-liairinin  of 
the  poliinp  wub-division,  or  some  otiier  active  workci.  f'l  li^i^■e  over  the 
division,  calling  on  all  tiie  party  men,  .iiid  makinir  a  speii.-il  roijuest  f(tr 
tliem  to  attend  at  sorje  convenient  I'lacc  at  a  stated  lime.  Another 
method  is  to  send  l)y  first  notice  to  carli,  calling  ihom  to  meet  at 
a  certain  time  and  place.  Having  got  tlie  committee  together,  tliu 
chairman  and  other  officers  should  be  appointed.  The  cliairmaii 
should  lie  the  man  who  can  give  the  most  time  ami  takes  the 
greatest  interest  in  the  work  in  ttiat  tlivision,  and  whose  standing  is 
such  that  his  intimate  connection  with  the  organization  will  inspire 
others  to  take  hold  of  the  work.

Who  May  Vote. 

THIS  IS  DEFIN'ED  HY  THE  LAW  IN  EACH  PROVINCE. 

(N.B. — These  provisions  are  applicable  to  the  Province  of  Ontario 
only). 

GENERALLY  SPEAKING,  ALL  MALE  PERSONS  21  YEARS 
OF  AGE,  AND  BRITISH  SUBJECTS  BY  BIRTH  OR  NATURAL- 
IZATION, AND  BELONGING  TO  THE  CONSTITUENCY  AND 
WHOSE  NA.MES  ARE  ON  THE  VOTERS'  LIST,  ARE  ENTITLED 
TO  VOTE  IN  A  DOMINION  ELECTION.  BY  A  .JUDGMENT 
OF  THE  COURT  OF  APPEAL  A  VOTER  MAY  BE  ABSENT  WITH- 
OUT BECOMING  DISQUALIFIED,  UNLESS  HE  HAS  LEFT  HIS 
RESIDENCE  INTENDING  NEVER  TO  RETURN. 

He  cannot  vote  in  more  than  one  Riding  and  he  cannot  vote  more 
than  once  in  the  Riding  no  matter  in  how  many  places  he  may  be  assessed 

He  need  not  own  property  or  be  a  tenant  or  occupant. 

Lumbermen,  mariners,  fishermen  and  students  are  also  entitled  to 
vote  though  absent  almost  continuously. 

The  Conservatives  in  many  places  keep  on  names  of  persons,  on 
the  list,  long  after  such  persona  have  left  and  gone  forever.  They  keep 
them  on  as  farmers'  sons,  joint  owners,  joint  tenants,  etc.,  etc.,  and 


r: 


vote  them.  They  also  vote  rraiilcnl  sliens  iind  pemons  under  a(re  in  1 1  " 
s;in;i  way.  They  cannot  legally  Ix)  placeil  on  the  liala  and  iliey 
shi  uij  and  can  he  k,'pt  off  iho  hsts. 

In  the  Pnrt  Arthu-  and  Hainy  Ilivcr  Election  case  hv  a  judgment 
of  till  Uiurt  lit  Ap|)oal  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  it  wan  held  that  upon 
scrutiny  the  v.itnrs'  uU  as  compiled  are  com-lusive  evidence  of  the 
riitht  of  the  persons  namoil  therein  to  vote;  and  noenijuirv  can  he  there- 
in entered  into  resiwctinK  the  votes  )f  iwrsons  on  the  lists,  as  for  exatnple, 
liuit  the  voters  were  aliens  or  under  age. 

Ihis  means  that  once  a  vi>te  is  cast,  it  is  a  good  vote,  whether  the 
rson  who  cist  it  is  entitled  to  be  on  the  voters'  lists  or  not.     He  may 
lie  under  aije,  or  he  may  lie  an  alien. 

This  does  not  apply  to  criminals  or  |)ersons  guillv  of  corrupt  prac- 
tice. 

As  votes  cast  by  persons  under  age  and  aliens  are  giiod  votes,  it 
IS  tlicrefoie  advisable  to  challenge  such  voters  and  prevent  them  voting 
if  there  is  any  doubt  about  thcui. 

It  such  persons  take  the  oatii  they  arc,  however,  liable  to  criminal 
prasecution  for  perjury,  and  should  be  warned  before  going  to  I  lie  polls 
of  the  consequence  of  taking  the  oath. 

Indians. 

"Enfranchised  Indians"  may  vote  or  be  put  on  the  I.i.sts  without 
property  qu.hfication  (liUT  THERE  AltE  NOT  MORE  TIIW 
FOUR  "ENIiiANCHI.'JEll  INDIANS"  IN  THE  VUOXINCE). 

Unenfranchised  Indians,  not  residing  among  ludinns,  or  on  an 
Indian  Reserve  where  there  is  an  a.ssessment  roll,  if  assessed  for  .Sl'DO  in 
towns  andSlOUin  villages  and  townships  if  entered  on  the  List  and  baring 
the  other  qualifications,  may  vote  whether  tliev  participate  in  the  an- 
nuities or  not. 

Where  there  is  no  assessment  roll  unenfcanchised  Indians  may 
vote,  if  they  do  not  reside  among  Indians  or  on  an  Indian  Keserve  and 
do  not  participate  in  the  Indian  annuities  and  if  tliev  have  the  property 
qualifications  as  above  mentioned  and  the  other  qualifications  necessary 
in  case  of  a  manhood  franchise  voter. 


Cannot  Vote. 

The  following  are  disqualified  from  voting  at  elections  for  the 
Dominion   House  of  ('oramons: — 

(0)  Any  person  who  at  the  time  of  making  the  assessment,  Voters' 
I-ist,  or  of  voting  is  a  prisoner  in  a  goal  or  prison  undergoing  jmnishraent 
for  a  criminal  offence. 

{h)  Any  person  who  at  any  of  the  times  mentioned  is  an  inmate 
receiving  charitable  support  in  a  .Municipal  Poor  House  or  House  of 
Industry,  or  in  a  charitable  institution  receiving  aid  from  the  Province. 

(c)  The  Keturning  t)fficer.  Judges,  Election  Clerk  or  paid  agents  of 
any  of  the  candidates  or  any  person  previously  disfranchised  for  corrupt 
practices. 

May  Vote  for  Dominion  Candidates. 

N.B. — Under  the  Dominion  Elections  Act,  Section  11,  notwith- 
standing anything  contrary  in  the  Provincial  Act,  the  following  persons 
shall  be  entitled  to  v.  t  an  election  for  the  Dominion  House  of 
Commons:

Hints  on  Organization. 

It  is  earnestly  .nquested  that  these  instructions  he  followed  so 
far  as  the  local  cot.  Jions  allow.  The  organization  outlined  is  not 
intended  to  siipersede  or  interfere  with  the  I-ibr^al  Associations  of 
the  Ridings.  These  continue  as  usual,  but  every  Liberal  must  see 
the  riecessity  for  careful  organization  for  the  e"lection.  There  are 
men  in  each  Electoral  District  who,  though  they  cannot  give  the  time 
to  the  details  of  organization,  are  ever  on  the  al-frt  for  the  good  of 
the  cause,  and  besides  receiving  reports  from  the  committees,  the  can- 
didate would  do  well  lo  consult  and  advise  with  these  men. 

Liberalism  and  Good  Principles. 

The  suggestions  herein  contained  aro  issued  for  the  use  of  friends 
of,  and  workers  on  behalf  of,  the  Liberal  Party,  as  an  aid  to  systematic 


orfcanix'ition;  and  for  <'onvenienrr  thftic  hints  itre  (riven  under  different 
headf.  s<  .w  toiorreapuiul  with  the  vnnouM  Hteph  in  nr^nnizatinn. 

First  step.

6.  The  Chairman  and  secretur)-  in  each  Pollini:  Sub-division 
■hould  each  have  a  copy  (pasted  in  a  liook)  of  the  voter-^'  list  for  cu'-h 
I'ollinL'  Suli-division  and  extra  copies  should  also  bo  to  hand  for  the 
rommittcemen.  The  stateir.jnt  of  the  boundaries  of  the  district, 
and  the  poet-offices,  should  )>e  also  pasted  in  the  book. 

Organization. 

6.  Copies  of  the  last  revised  Voters'  Lists  ha\'inp  been  sertircd 
and  prefmrod  aa  above  stated,  'le  next  important  step  is  thorough 
organizatioi . 

7.  Souie  one  in  the  oonstituency  should  be  appointed  ai  IVutral 
Secretarj',  or  Manager,  and  held  responsible  fi'r  the  work  of  or>:un- 
ization.  He  should  have  for  himself  n  book  with  the  lists  for  the  whole 
riding  entered  alphabetirally  for  example:  The  first  pages  should  have 
all  the  names  beginning  with  "A"  and  when  pasting  these  in  the 
municipality  and  polling  di%isior  ohould  be  marked  on  each  part  and 
so  on  with  each  "chunk"  oi  "A's,"  the  same  with  the  "Bs," 
etc.  When  a  voter  calls  and  gives  his  name,  no  mutter  what  part  of 
the  riding  he  is  from,  the  secretary  can  in  a  moment  turn  up  the  al- 
phabetical list  and  inform  the  man  the  municipality  and  poUing  division 
where  he  votes,  and  after  the  polling  booths  are  fixed  he  can  tell  these. 

8.  The  Secretary  or  Manager,  immediately  upon  preparing  the 
lists  for  the  workers,  should  have  a  meeting  called  for  each  Polling 
Sub-division,  and  word  should  be  sent  direct  to  all  friends  of  the  cause 
to  attend. 

9.  Notices  of  the  meeting  should  be  given  direct,  or  by  'etter  or 
printed  circular  about  twice  the  size  of  this  page. 

10.  For  each  Polling  Sub-division,  an  active  Committee,  with  a 
chairman  and  secretary  for  each,  should  be  appointed. 

11.  The  general  Secretary  or  Manager  should  be  careful  to  en- 
ter in  his  book  the  names  and  addresses  of  such  officers,  and  when 
the  organiiation  for  the  Riding  is  complete  be  will  have  good  men 
to  correspond  with  in  every  polling  Sub-division. 

12.  Before  the  close  of  each  organization  meeting  the  Manager 
should  go  over  the  instructions  with  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
and  impress  upon  each  the  necessity  of  constant  attention  to  can- 
vassing. 

13.  If  the  Polling  Sub-division  from  any  cause  requires  the 
formation  of  more  than  one  Committee,  it  should  be  sub-divided, 
and  a  certain  portion  of  it  assigned  to  each  Committee,  the  Voters' 
List  for  the  Division  being  in  like  manner  apportioned.

Thia 
information  should  be  kept  for  the  Chairman  and  yeiretary,  and  the 
Secretary  or  .Manager  and  Candidate. 

(h)  Durinc  the  canvass  it  will  hap{)en  that  some  considered  at 
first  certain"  for  or  ajininst.  may  be  founa,  or  it  may  be  rumored 
that  they  are  wavering.  Imnieiliate  steps  should  be  take.i  to  have 
these  seen  to  a.stertain  the  cause  of  their  supposed  change  of  feelin;;, 
and  to  endeavor,  if  they  have  been  hitherto  classed  as  on  our  aide,  to 
recall  them  to  their  allesiance;  if  hitherto  against  us,  to  show  how 
righteous  is  the  light  which  is  at  length  dawning  upon  them.

Appointments  of  Agents. 

31.  During  the  week  before  jiotlini;  day  two  intdhjient  pur!?i)ns 
for  ent-h  polling  district  should  be  ap])ointed  to  act  as  agents  at  each 
poUing  station.  If  Deputy  Returning  Officers,  I'dII  {.'lerks  or  Agents 
have  to  be  at  a  Foiling  booth  where  they  are  not  entitled  to  vote,  they 
must  procure  from  the  Returning  Officer  a  certificate  entilliii!;  them  to 
vote.  A  form  of  certificate  is  to  be  had  from  the  lUlurning  Officer. 
Without  this  certificate  they  cannot  vote.  The  agenls  should  be  aji- 
pointed  by  written  authority,  but  if  no  agents  have  fteen  appointed 
by  the  Candidate,  any  two  electors  friendly  to  him  can  undertake  and 
perform  the  duties. 

32.  These  agents  are  to  act  in  the  polUng  booth,  and  they  ^^^hould 
make  themselves  perfectly  familiar  with  the  contents  of  these  liints. 
They  should  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  tlie  \'nters'  List;  and  on  tliia 
list  the  names  of  those  who  are  to  be  objected  to  and  sworn  should  be 
marked.  The  agent,  therefore,  would  as  a  general  thing  only  have  to 
insist  on  the  oath  being  administered. 

33.  Xo  more  than  two  agents  for  the  same  Candidate  shall  have 
the  riglit  to  vote  at  a  Polling  Station.  Insist  positively  on  this  or  you 
will  find  several  non-voters  will  be  voted.     Remenilier  this 

Objections  to  Voters. 

34.  The  chief  grounds  for  objections  may  thus  be  summarized: 
(a)     That  the  person  presenting  himself  is  not  the  person  named, 

but  is  personating  some  elector.     If  the  agent  is  not  satisfied  of  the 
identity  of  the  person  tendering  himself  as  a  voter  (and  one  at  least  of 
the  agents  should  be  well  acquainted  with  all  the  electors  of  the  Polling 
Sub-di\'ision),  he  should  require  that  he  be  sworn. 
(6)     That  he  is  not  of  age. 

(c)  That  he  is  not  a  British  subject. 

(d)  That  the  voter  is  engaged  or  performed  services  in  connection 
with  the  election  for  which  he  has  been  paid  or  expects  to  be  paid  or 
rewarded. 

(e)  TI  it  he  is  suspected  to  have  been  bribed,  or  has  bribed  some- 
one else. 

(/)     That  his  travelling  expenses  have  been  paid  or  promised. 

(g)     That  his  team  has  been  hired. 

{h)  That  he  has  already  voted  in  this  or  in  another  Polling  Divi- 
sion. 

(j)  If  he  asks  to  vote  as  an  agent  and  two  agents  of  the  same 
Candidate  Vive  been  admitted  to  the  Polling  Station,  he  must  be  re- 
jected. Insist  on  this  and  tio  not  alluw  such  a  vote  to  be  cast  even 
though  a  certificate  be  presented. 

36.  All  but  the  first  of  these  grounds  of  objection  should  be  con- 
sidered before  polling  day,  and  tlie  \oters'  I-ist  n;arkcd  with  the  letter 
"S"  before  the  name  of  each  pers<(n  ^\ho  is  to  be  sworn.  The  Agent, 
however,  will  have  to  be  guided  by  circumstances  as  to  who  else  should 
be  sworn  beyond  those  so  marked. 


36.  It  13  very  important  that,  inside  SL-rutineers  (.a;^ents)  should 
l)e  \iplant  from  the  openin;;  of  the  polls  until  the  ballots  are  counted 
and  sealed  hy  the  Deputy  Keturnin;;  OITicer. 

37.  Do  not  nej^lect  to  procure  from  the  Deputy  Ueturning  Officer 
his  signature  to  the  printed  form  giving  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
ballots  cast  for  each  candidate. 

38.  Take  the  oath  of  secrecy  before  polling  day,  and  hand  your 
appuiiitmeiit  as  agent  to  the  Deputy  Iteturning  Officer  l)efore  the  poll 
is  formally  declared  open. 

Outside  Scrutineers. 

39  One  or  two  persons,  each  provided  with  a  Voters'  fist,  should 
1)6  stationed  at  the  entrance  of  the  polling  bootli,  so  as  to  keep  track 
of  those  who  ha-\o  vcted.  Their  names  should  be  at  once  erased  and 
those  sorulineeirf  shtjuld,  as  electors  come  up,  mark  the  names  of  voters 
to  be  hunted  up  and  brought  to  the  poll. 

40.  The  success  of  our  Candidate  may  depend  upon  how  this 
work  is  done.  No  time  should  be  lost  in  securing  and  bringing  the 
voters  to  the  poll.     A  vote  before  twelve  is  still  equal  to  two 

Vdl'ES   AFTEit    twelve. 

41.  Scrutineers  as  well  as  agents  should  be  on  the  ground  before 
eight  o'clock  in  the  morning,  an  hour  before  the  poll  opens.  On  no 
accoimt  should  both  the  scrutineers,  either  inside  or  outside,  be  away 
from  their  place  during  the  day;  one  at  least  must  remain  and  his  lunch 
should  be  brought  to  him. 

42.  Outside  scrutineers  do  not  require  certificates. 

43.  \ny  person  who  presents  himself  claiming  the  right  to  vote 
on  the  lletiu'ning  Officer's  certificate  on  the  pretence  that  lie  is  acting 
as  agent  for  the  opposing  Candidate  should,  before  being  allowed  to 
vote,  be  sworn,  as  in  many  cases  persons  who  would  not  dare  to  present 
themselves  tti  vote  where  they  are  known  take  these  moans  of  sUpping 
in  their  vote  without  running  the  risk  of  being  sworn.  THE  LAW 
IS  CLEAR  THAT  SUCH  PERSONS   MUST  BE  SWORN. 

Voters  unable  to  mark  the  Ballot  Papers. 

44.  Any  ijerson,  who  from  blindness,  or  other  pliysical  cause, 
cannot  mark  his  ballot,  or  ivho  is  unable  to  read,  can  have  his  ballot 
marked  by  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

46.  If  a  peison  finds  that  another  person  has  voted  in  his  name 
— in  other  words,  that  he  has  been  personated — he  is  entitlotl  neverthe- 
less to  insist  on  voting. 

Counting  the  Ballots. 

46.  The  agents  must  remain  in  the  polling  stations  and  see  that 
the  ballots  are  ])ruperly  counted.  The  ballots  which  are  not  to  be 
coui.ted  are:  — 

(o)  Those  not  supplied  by  Deputy  Returning  Officer. 

((}}  On  which  votes  are  given  for  more  than  one  candidate,  except 
in  Ottawa,  where  every  elector  is  entitled  to  vote  for  two  candidates. 

(c)  On  wliicii  anything  is  written  or  marked  by  wliich  the  voter 
can  be  identified. 

47.  The  o!>jections  made  to  any  ballot  should  be  noted  l)y  the 
Deputy  IvPtiirning  Officer.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  agent  to  see  that  this 
is  dime. 
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Important. 

48.  Before  leaving  the  pnllin.i  station  oacli  aKont  slirailii  obtain, 
and  safely  keep,  a  written  statement  of  the  result  of  the  poll  .lulv  sicned 
by  the  Deputy  Uetiirninp;  Officer,  the  Poll  Clerk,  ami  tlu-  ;i!;enls  present 
who  are  n-illini;  to  do  so. 

Candidate  and  his  Agent. 

49.  The  Secretary  or  Manager  should  at  oni'e  secure  cojiies  of  the 
election  .\ct.  Tlie.se  in  compact  form  can  he  purcha.sed  from  the  Kini''s 
Printer,  Parliament  liuililings,  Ottawa,  Ont.  ^ 

60.  A  copy  of  tlie.^ct  should  he  given  to  the  chairman  .and  .secretary 
in  each  Polling  Division,  and  the  candidate  and  liis  election  a'-ont 
should  lit  once  become  familiar  with  the  provisions  tif  the  law.     " 

61.  Particular  attention  sliould  be  paid  to  tlic  nomination  papers 
Care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  tlie  parties  si-niug  the  noiuinaticm 
papers  are  electors  in  tlie  Hiding,  that  tlie  form  is  correctiv  filled  in 
e\ery  detail  and  that  the  deposit  money  (legal  tender,  or  in  bills  of  anv 
Chartered  Bank  doing  business  in  Canada,  or  a  clieque  accepted  by  sucii 
a  Bank)  is  paid  in,  in  good  time  ?nd  the  receipt  of  the  Rcturnina  iilficer 
fifr  the  same  is  secured. 

The  Secretary  or  Manager. 

62.  Secure  copies  of  the  Voters'  Lists  and  Election  Act.  as  pointed 
out  elsewhere  in  these  suggestions. 

63.  Thi!  work  -'  organization  may  at  first  he  discouraging,  but 
you  will  find  as  the  committees  meet  the  gatherings  will  grow  in  enthu- 
siasm. 

64.  Experience  teaches  that  a  cap.able  man  can  go  into  a  district 
where  there  are  not  over  half  a  dozen  friends  of  a  good  cause,  but  by 
care  and  judgment  these  can  be  instructed  and  guided  so  tliat  by  a  per- 
sistent canvass  scores  of  new  adherents  to  tiie  oaiiso  will  be  enlisted. 
With  small  beginnings,  meetings  arc  often  held  in  private  ho.ises.  and 
as  each  neighbour  knows  how  he  stands  with  his  fellows  he  can  judge 
who  is  best  to  conduct  the  canvass.  The  coming  together  ciiiiotly  of\ 
few  men  interested  in  a  good  cause  is  sure  to  produce  a  bond  of  cordi.al 
feeling  and  confidence.  Every  good  cause  profits  by  tliis,  and  please  do 
not  overlook  this  method.     It  is  the  best  yet  devised. 

66.  You  mil  save  the  candidate  much'tinie  and  trouble  bv  keeping 
hini  thoroughly  posted  on  the  progress  of  tlie  canvass,  so  that  he  may 
devote  his  time  to  those  who  are  halting  between  two  opinions,  tie  can 
canvass  them  personally  or  correspond  with  them,  .-^n  aimless  canvass 
is  sure  to  breed  disaster. 

66.  Those  who  are  sure  to  vote  for  our  candidate  know  that  his 
time  will  be  taken  up  in  indui  ing  others  to  side  with  them,  and  tliey  shoul 
not  expect  him  to  lose  time  calling  upcm  them,  but,  on  the  coiitrarj-, 
they  should  aid  him  all  they  can  and  canvuss  without  ce.ising. 

...   ^''-  ^"^  ""  "'«  papers  for  agents  or  scrutineers  signed  by  the  can- 
didate in  good  lime. 

68.  The  .agents  should  be  appointed  in  time  to  prevent  all  mistakes. 

69.  The  papers  necessary  for  this  should  be  furnisheil  bv  the  Itidinij 
Association. 

60.  Do  not  fail  to  have  copies  of  this  pamphlet  in  the  hands  of 
committeemen,  canvas.sers,  scrutineers  and  agents,  besides  furnishin" 
them  with  a  sufficient  number  of  copies  of  the  Election  Act.

61.  Miflakeii  urc  frequently  made  by  the  party  taking  it  for  granted 
that  the  ijr(:uni2aticn  for  llie  last  cUitirn  is  still  responsive  and  that 
each  (in  niittien  an  is  in  a  pcsitim  to  take  whatcvir  work  is  assigned 
to  him.  t'd,  «itl.ciit  tail,  revise  the  orj;aniyation  in  each  Polling  iJiv- 
ision  as  u  first  step. 

62.  I'reparc  blank  forms  for  frequently  securing  reports  from  tl'.e 
conimittecB  in  each  Tolling  DivLsion.  This  you  will  find  will  he  ri  jrooil 
incentive  to  systematic  work. 

63.  It  is  system  that  is  effective. 

64.  Kee])  on  hand  a  sufficient  supply  of  these  suggestions  to  supply 
new  workeis  and  those  who  mislay  their  copies.  You  will  find  this 
necessary. 

Meetings  and  Speakers. 

66.  Meetings  should  be  advertised  (a)  in  the  local  newspapers; 
ill)  by  large  posters;  (c)  by  dodgers  about  twice  the  size  of  this  ;)age. 
ll.ese  last  could  be  distributed  at  schoolhouses  mid  oth.er  places  where 
peoj.le,  young  and  old,  sscmble.  This  last  method  is  the  very  best  to  be 
adopted  for  n:cetings  suddenly  called  or  when  a  leading  s]  enker  is  to 
be  present. 

66.  All  speakers  should  be  fully  informed  of  the  local  conditions 
where  tliey  are  to  sf-eak. 

67.  Enthusiasm  can  le  developed  by  having  a  number  of  our  yoting 
men  accomjiany  speakers  to  their  meetings. 

68.  Be  careful  not  to  let  the  desire  for  public  Uicetings  eclipse  the 
work  of  organization. 

69.  Never  lei  a  meeting  go  by  default. 

70.  Local  conditions  must  be  considered  in  deciding  whether  you 
will  ha\e  sieakers  at  the  meetings  of  other  parties  or  not 

71.  It  is  unfair  to  speakers  from  a  distance  not  to  advertise  the 
meetings  for  them  piojierly.  It  is  unfair  to  the  party  locally  and  through- 
out the  country. 

72.  Up.on  every  bill  announcing  a  meeting,  print  upon  it  the  date 
of  the  polling. 

The  Candidate. 

73.  In  your  canvass  you  may  '^.nd  voters  who,  in  the  past,  supported 
the  party  who  are  now  dissatisfiea.  The  question  for  them  is  to  decide 
whether  they  shall  vote  for  you  and  their  principles,  or  for  no  principles. 

74.  Take  nothing  for  granted.  Be  sure  of  this  and  make  a  personal 
canvass  of  everyone  who  has  shown  an  inclination  to  break  away  from 
old  political  associations. 

75.  Public  meetings  should  not  be  kept  up  too  late,  and  at  the  close 
friends  of  the  candidate  should  be  asked  to  remain.  At  the  after  meet- 
ing, a  personal  canvass  can  be  made  and  the  \'oters'  Lists  examined. 

76.  As  to  payment  of  election  expenses  see  Election  Act  at  once 

Duties  of  I).  R.  0. 

Section  1.53  of  the  Dominion  Elections  Act  provides  that:  "An 
elector,  if  required  by  the  Deimty  Heturning  Officer,  the  Poll  Clerk, 
one  of  the  candidates,  or  an  agent  of  a  candidate,  or  by  any  elector  pre- 
sent shall,  before  receiving  his  ballot  pufter,  take  such  oath  ol  qualifica- 
tiou  as  by  the  law  of  the  Province  he  may  in  the  like  case  at  a  Provincial 
election  be  required  to  take,  such  changes  ha^'ing  be'  n  made  in  the  form 
of  oaths  as  arc  neces.^ary  to  make  it  applicable  to  t'  '  election  being  held, 
and  shall  also,  if  so  required,  take  the  oath  in  the  form  Y." 
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What  is  Residence 

.Shortly  after  the  I'nivincial  rloitiiiri-  in  ls!l,s  a  ruiinlipr  of  men  who 
had  been  away  in  Manitui.a,  tlic  We.^tern  Sialcs  and  elsowliei-e  tn  assist 
in  harvest,  etc.,  etc.,  and  hail  cnme  back  tn  Ontari".  voted.  Tor  taking 
the  oalli  and  votini;  some  of  them  were  taken  hefmc  a  madstrate  oil  tlie 
ground  of  perjun,  but  tliey  were  .all  dismis.sed,  the  magistrate  hol.ling 
that  to  lie  a  resident  of  any  place  a  man  did  not  need  to  be  ■stalled  up 
there  all  the  time."  The  highest  Court  in  Ontario  has  al.-n  given  a  de- 
cision on  this  point,  fur  by  the  unanimous  deii-ion  of  the  live  iud-cs  of 
the  CoMit  of  .\ppeal  for  Ontario,  delivered  im  Janaary  .Mth,'  ls'.l!i,  in 
re"  \  liters'  list  of  the  Township  of  Seymour."  :i  very  liberal  coustructii.n 
has  been  placed  upon  the  continuous  residence  leipiired  by  the  .\ii. 
Their  continuous  residence  was  to  be  strictlv  construed,  or  Whether  il 
meant  nothinf;  more  than  a  re.siclence  which' tiie  party  had  not  left  for 

f-''""l we  are  of  the  opinion  Ih.at  the  word  cnntinnous  does  not 

mean  that  the  party  musi  continue  there  from  d:i\  to  day,  if  he  leaves 
for  a  temporary  purpose.  sim|)ly,  with  the  interilion  of  icluruing.  that 
does  not  deprive  him  nf  the  franchise.  It  is  a  .iinlinuiius  residcawe 
until  a  now  residence  has  becai  taken  up." 

l'le.ase  bear  in  mind  this  meaning  of  "cominuous  resident."  and  it 
will  save  much  trouble,  and  will  result  in  manv  wlio  are  pro|ierlv  entitled 
to  vote  going  to  the  jiolU  .anil  without  fear  or  favour  taking  the 'oath  and 
markmg  then-  ballots.  By  section  21)  of  the  Ontario  Ideciions  .\ct 
clergymen  and  schoolteachers  (if  not  otherwise  di«qu,-ililied)  are  entitled 
to  vote  witlun  :i  'nonths  after  they  have  left  the  Hiding  where  their 
names  are  on  the  lis'.

The  voter  shall  then  fold  the  ballot  p.aper  so  that  the  initials  and 
stamp  on  the  back  and  the  number  on  the  counterfoil  can  be  seen  with- 
out opening  it;  he  shall  then  return  the  ballot  paper  so  folded  to  the 
Deputy  Returning  (Jtficer,  who  shall,  in  full  view  of  those  present,  in- 
cluding the  elector,  remove  the  counterfoil,  destrov  the  same,  and  place 
the  ballot  paper  in  the  ballot  bo.'!.  The  voter  shall  then  forthwith  (p.iit 
the  polhng  station. 

If  a  voter  inadvertently  spoils  a  ballot  paper  so  that  lie  cannot 
conveniently  use  it  as  he  desires  he  may  return  it  to  the  Uepiitv  Return- 
ing Officer,  who  shall  give  him  another. 

It  a  voter  votes  for  more  candidates  than  he  is  entitled  to  vote  for, 
or  places  any  mark  on  the  ballot  paper,  by  which  he  can  afterwards  be 
identihed,  his  vote  will  be  void  and  will  not  be  counted. 

If  the  voter  fraudulently  takes  a  ballot  paper  out  of  the  pollingstation 
or  fraudulently  delivers  to  the  Deputy  Keturning  Officer  to  be  put  into 
the  ballot  bu.K  any  other  paper  than  the  ballot  paper  given  him  by  tlie 
Deputy  Returning  Officer,  he  will  be  subject  to  be  punished  bv  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  veai-s  and  not  less 
than  six  months,  with  or  without  hard  labour,  in  default  of  payment.

The  black  line  above  the  first  name  shall  extend  to  the  upper 
edge,  and  the  black  line  below  the  last  name  shall  extend  to  the  lower 
edge  of  the  ballot  paper,  and  all  black  lines  to  be  prolonged  to  the  edge 
of  the  paper.

If  possible,  arrange  to  have  all  objected  ballots  laid  aside  before  you 
argue  for  their  rejection  or  validity,  so  that  you  may  see  how  the  ballots 
will  affect  the  count.  Examine  carefully  back  aiid  front  each  ballot 
marked  for  an  opposition  candidate.  If  it  is  not  marked  exactly  as 
required  by  law,  or  if  it  has  any  improper  mark,  get  the  Deputy  Ueturn- 
ing  Officer  to  reject  it,  and  to  mark  it  rejected.  If  he  refuses  to  do  so, 
object  to  it,  and  get  him  to  make  a  note  of  your  objection,  and  to  mark 
the  ballot  as  required  by  section  174  of  the  Election  Act— (that  is,  he 
must  number  each  objection,  and  put  a  corresponding  number  on  the 
ballot  objected  to.)  You  should  also  make  a  note  of  your  objections, 
and  of  the  number  which  it  bears,  on  the  Deputy  Returning  Officer's  list 
of  objections.  In  like  manner  make  a  note  of  all  objections  made  by 
oppii^ition  agents  to  any  ballot  for  your  candidate.  You  will,  of  course, 
do  your  utmost  to  prevent  any  ballot  for  your  candidate  being  rejected. 
Object  to  any  liallot  for  an  opposition  candidate  which  has  not  on  it  the 
Deputv  Returning  Officer's  initials.     (See  section  174  of  Act.) 

26.  The  following  modes  of  marking  ballots  "re  good  and  you  need 
not  object  to  anv  so  marked; 

(1)  \Vitli  a  proper  cross  WITH  A  BLACK  LEAD  PENCIL  on  any 
part  within  the  white  space  containing  the  name  of  the  candidate.

(North  Victori  i  Case, 
Hodgins,  p.  ()71). 

(4)  An  irregular  mark  in  the  figure  of  a  cross,  so  long  as  it  does  not 
lose  the  form  of  a  cross.

(5)  A  cross  with  a  Une  before  it.     (Monck  Case.) 

(6)  A  cross  rightly  placed  with  two  additional  crosses,  one  across 
the  other  candidate's  name,  and  the  other  to  the  left.     (Monck  Case.) 

(7)  A  double  cross  or  two  crosses.     (Monck  Case.) 

(8)  Ballot  paper  inadvertently  torn.     (Monck  Case.)
